Hundred Women and Girls Leap From 
Upper Stories of Binghamton Factory. 


Blaxe That Spreads With Incredible Fury Cuts Of 
All Means of Escape and Transforms Structure Into 
a Fiery Pit—Safety Apparatus Fails to Work, but 
Humanity Performs Its Deeds of Heroism. 8 


INGHAMTON (N. r.) July 22.— 
Fifty persons were killed, accord- 
ing to late advices, and as many 
injured, a dozen of them mortally, in 
a fire which swept the four-story 
factory dullding of the Binghamton 
Clothing Company this afternoon. 
The victims chiefly were women and 
girls. 

Barly tonight twenty-two bodies 
had been recovered. In the City 
Hospital and in private institutions 
are thirty injured. Some two score 
persons are known to have escaped 
as by a miracle, from the building, 
which burst into flame like a tinder 
box and became a roaring furnace al- 
most immediately after the first 
alarm was sounded. About 125 
persons were in the factory when the 
fire broke out. Those unaccounted 
for, or most of them, are helieved 
still to be in the red-hot ruins of the 
structure. 

Around the scene of the fire dis- 
trict, the greatest the city ever has 
known, thousands watched the work- 
ers in the glare of three big search- 
lights, man in the great throng be- 
ing restrained only by the closely- 
drawn police from rushing into the 
ruins to seek the bodies of 
or friends. 

Water in many streams is being 
poured into the fiery pit that a few 
hours azo was the cellar of the 
burned establishment. As the ruins 
were cooled slightly from time to 
time in a spot upon which . the 
streams were centered, men went 
‘forward to dig tong ase human en- 
durance would allow them to work, 
Occasionally a body was found and 
taken quickly away. 

WORK ALL NIGHT. 

This work will go on all night 
and perhaps all day tomorrow, before 
the glowing mass gives up its last 
dead.

“When I first heard the alarm of

McGlashan aroused his daughter's 
curiosity by informing her that she 
could make more money raising but- 
terfiles than by teaching school.

Truckee River and showed. his young 
daughter just how to capture the elu- 
sive files with the aid of a cyanide 
bottle and lantern. 
as it sipped the sugar and the cyanide 
dulled ite sensibilities sufficiently to 
make it drop sieepily into the bottle. 
This was July 15, and by August 11 
she had a collection of 1500 moths 
and butterflies, which she shipped 
away, and received in return a check 
for $76, the first money she had ever 
earned in hér life.

that the true butterfly farmer depends 
for results. 

Miss McGlashan’s secret, or rather 
central working point (for she's not 
keeping l a secret) is the fact that 
she makes the unsalable female but- 
terflies and moths do her collecting. 

There is not much money in col- 

butterfiles. The collector may 
lose a whole day searching and try- 
ing to secure a perfect specimen of 
Some rare species, and then because 
the wings are worn or nicked, be 
compelled to reject it. This is where- 
in Hes the strength of the butterfly 
farmer, and where the old type of col- 
lector failed utterly. The farmer saves 
the Imperfect female and from her 


Y | secures a great number of eggs, from 


which are evolved her perfect speci- 
mens.

For instance, the farmer is for- 
tunate enough to discover a female 
fy “unknown to science. In the old 
order of things she would kill it and 
sell her one poor little specimen. Not 
fo your modern propagator of lepidop- 
tera. Instead, she places the speci 
men in a paper bag, feeding her with 
bits of dried apple soaked in honey. 

This little creature Will lay as many 
as 300 een in all probability. If all 
Hatch, and the males and females pro- 
duced mata she will very likely find 
herself by next year in possession of 
150 females, each of which may lay

The entomologist can invariably 
tell the species to be hatched from 
the egg. In the winter the egg? must 
be kept in a cold place, for fear they 
may hatch before their food plants 
have appeared in the spring. The lit- 
tle caterpillars can be kept through 
the winter in the same way, the cold 


having no effect upon them, except 
merely to retard their development 
into the full-fledged butterfly. 

The care of the caterpillar requires 
infinite patience, though it is simple 
enough. 

When the eggs'are hatched and 
Miss McGlashan is at a loss-to hon 
the food plant of that particular se- 
cies, she introduces bits of different 
kinds of leaves into the test. tubes, 
and then watches to see which, if 
any, the larvae congregate up». If 
they do not like any of these, she 
keeps inserting other kinds, until she 
finally ascertains which they prefer. 
She says they eat the shell ef“ their 
eges and this keeps them alive for a 
day or so, giving one time to bnd 
the proper food. 

A bit of willow leaf, a clover leaf, 
or even a blade of grass will usually, 
be eaten by most moths, as they will 
live upon almost anything if neces- 
gary. However, Miss McGiashan en- 
deavors at alk times, even im the case 
of moths, to discover their favorite 
food plant, by Inserting § different 
plant leaves in the tubes. 

After a few days Miss McGlashan 
removes her family of worms to a 
jelly glass, with a tight tin cover, 
leaving them in these receptacles un- 
til they become a quarter of an inch 
in length. Then she removes them 
again to large bottles or pint jars. 

If she has hundreds of one species, 
a tight barrel is utilized, over which a 
cover of thin cloth or gauze is 
stretched, held tightly in place by a 
barrel hoop or shaw! strap. 

Three inches of dirt and leaf mold 
is placed in the bottom of each bottle 
or barrel, for the larvae love *o hide 
in this during the day, and many spe- 
cles bury themselves before tliey pu- 


pate. 
Bach day this youthful butterfiv 
farmer places fresh food leaves in 


the receptacles, and takes out tHe old 
ones, as the cages must be kept scru- 
pulously clean. The larvae of butter- 
files grow by a process of continuous 
moulting. sometimes shedding their 
outer covering as many as five-or six 
times. 

During this period they are never 
disturbed, as they are dormant, and if 
bothered might die or produce de- 
fo d insects. When the larvae epins 
a cacoon or pupates in the ground, 
as most do, no further work is neces- 
gary. except to remove them carefully 
from the bottle to hatching boxes or 


barrels, until the perfect moth or 
butterfly emerges.

BOOKS, LIBRARY RECORD. 


Year's Figures, Accepted and Submitted to Municipal 
Authorities, Show Los Angeles Institution Largest 
West of St. Louis Both in Number of Volumes and 


in Circulation Im pressive 


Statistics. 


T THE meeting of the board of 

fprary directors last evening the 

annual report of the Nbrary was 
accepted and submitted to the Mayor 
and City Counct}. 
‘LAbrarian Perry has just returned 
from his eastern trip, and expressed 
himself as much pleased over the 
year’s progress. There has been a 
circulation of nearly 1,200,000 books 
during the year. The library has had 
an increase of practically 20 per cent. 
in the circulation of books during the 
last twelve months; 1,185,943° books 
have been borrowed from the main 
library at the Hamburger building 
and from the great system of branches 
and deposit stations located in various 


parts of the city, all the way from 
Hollywood to San Pedro. 

At the present time more than a 
quarter of our population are library 
users either directly or through their 
friends and relagives. Twenty-eight 
thousand, seven™hunded and forty- 
eight peopte have secured library bor- 


rower's cards during the last year and 


become members of the People's Uni- 
versity,”’ making a total enroliment of 
70,361, who are now possessors of 
cards and borrowing books from time 
to time. Besides there there are 41 
most as Many more people who visi! 
the library to use the reading-roome 
and who borrow boks on the cards 
of thelr relatives or who read books 
borrowed by a friend, and so indirect- 
ly use the library. These figures com- 
pare in a highly favorable way with 
those of other large cities of the 
United States, which show that on 
an average about 15 per cent. of the 
people in each of the large cities have 
library cards. 
QUARTER-MILLION BOOKS. 

The .library’s book callection now 
numbers 224,520, including the bound 
magazines. In addition to these there 
are thousands of pamphiets, maps and 
manuscripts of a most valuable, al- 
though less popular nature. Nearly 
50,000 of the books in the library's 
stock belong te the various branches 
and outlying stations. 

Los Angeles leads the West in its 
Tibrmry facilities, and the extent to 
which the people of the city use them. 
Los Angeles now has the largest - 
brary west of Kt. Louls, both in the 
number of books possessed 2 in the 


— 


number of books circulated. and no 
city in the West has shown such, tre- 
mhendous gain as that of Los Angeles. 
The wide-spread interest in read- 
ing and study evinced by residents is 
Shown by its work, which has been 
carried’ on under the handicap of in- 
adequate quarters and poor equip- 
ment. 

Many things have been done dur- 
ing the year to add to the conven- 
ience and satisfaction of library pa- 
trons. A monthly library bulletin has 
been appearing since January and the 
demand for it far exceeds the supply. 
The library: has issued also a number 
of attractive pamphlet lists of books 
on such topics as housekeeping, min- 
ing, building trades, which have been 
greatly sought by people interested in 
these topics.¢ A new system has been 
devised by which readers can reserve 
popular non-fiction books without 
charge and notice is sent them as soon 
‘as the previous reader has returned 
them. A portion of the newer and 
more attractive books have been 
placed on open shelves where the pub- 
lic can examine them and make their 
own selection. 


8 LIBRARY STOCK TAKING. 
Although most lUbraries take ac- 
count of stock every year there has 
been no careful count of the library's 
books for about five years past, ow- 
ing to the frequent changes in ad- 
ministration, A careful count has 
just been finished by which it is 
found that during the last three years 
15,635 books have been lost or have 
disappeared, an average of about 6600 
a year_or about 2 per cent. Few H- 
braries in the country are able to 
mak@ such a showing as this.
